Fredrikson,  former  president  of  the 
American  Baptist  Churches,  was 
keynote  speaker  at  the 
Convocation.  An  honorary  doctor 
of  business  management  degree 
was  presented  to  Harry  G. 
Meadows,  former  board  chairman 
and  chief  executive  officer  of  W.  R. 
Meadows,  Inc.  The  dedication  of 
the  Harm  A.  Weber  Administration 
Building  followed  the  convocation. 
Weber,  who  was  a  charter  trustee 
of  the  college,  served  as  its  third 
president  from  1969-1991.  He 
currently  serves  as  chancellor. 

The  luncheon  featured 
recollections  from  five  of  Judson's 
original  faculty,  three  of  whom  still 
teach  here.  The  remaining 
original  faculty  are  Dr.  Richard 
Besancon,  Prof.  Robert  Erickson 
and  Dr.  Ed  Thompson.  Alumni 
also  gave  their  recollections  of  the 
college. 

The  1993  Golden  Eagle 
Award  was  presented  to 
Besancon  at  the  close  of  the 
luncheon.  This  award  recognizes 
those  who  best  exemplify  Judson 
College's  ideals  through  service  to 
the  college  and  the  community.
